It is openly charged that the Natal au- 
thorities were long aware of a contera- 
plated rising by tho, Dutch Boers, and 
they paid no heed to repeated -warn- 
ings and took no precautions to protect 
themselves. . When' the 'storm broke it 
is charged tliny'' were'-utterly unprepar- 
ed to.^meet it, and the result of this 
coui'Ke could bo nothing else but shame- 
ful ';de£eat and di.^aster.

WRECK ON THE WEST COAST. 

CAPTAIN AND fiRCW BROUQNT TO THIS OITY 
BY THE SCHOONER rAVORITE. 



The schooner JfavoriteJ'iCapt. Spring, 
arrived liere on New Year's day from tho 
West Coast, having on board tho captain 
and tho crew, twelvo inall, belonging to the 
British barqiio Glen Fniih, abandoned 
oQ' Barclay Sound in r, very leaky condi- 
tion on tho 6th ult. The captain and 
crew reached King Island, otf B.arolay 
Sound, where they stayed for nearly a 
week. After the weather moderated 
they made for Capo Beale lighthouse, 
whoro they wore hospitably entertained 
until tho 22nd. On Capt. Spring hearing 
of tlioir condition ho sent a canoe with 
tlie ofTcr of a passage tb Yictor.ia, which 
was thankfully accepted. The schooner 
remained a short timo at Ucholot Arm, 
and. on Now Year's eve sailed for this port. 
The Glen Fruin was cual hulon from New- 
castle, Now South Wales, fov Portland, 
Oregon, and had arrived otl' the mouth of 
the Columbia whon contrary and sevcro 
southerly winds drove her out of her 
conrse to the neighborhood of Barclay 
Sound, where she had to bo abandoned. 
Heavy gales near the equator made Ihe 
vessel very leaky, and only tho utmost 
exertion on tho part of tho crow kept her 
afloat till the 8th of December.

The 
gentleman's courteous uiannor, his intelli- 
gent treatment of such questions as caino 
under his observation and his uniform 
gentleness of demeanor had endeared 
him to all who wore brought into con- 
tact with him in tho pBrforniaucc of their 
.Parliamentary duties. Tlie deceased 
igentloman was always clear and ofTective 
'injstylOj ,n.over descending into personali- 
ties', was'hever offonsivo, and, ho believed 
that he had loft behind <■ him - a record 
which all of thom must respect nfld might 
pardonably envy. 

Sir Leonard Tilloy said he was cpiite 
certain tliat thoro would bo general con- 
currence in the proposition of his hon. 
friend in adjourning of .an expression — 
and a very slight expression — of tho re- 
gret wliich every membor of tho House 
fielt with regard to tho announcement 
which had boon made. Some three or 
four ir'eeks' since, whon Farliamont,>waa; 
summ'onfidj 'they understood that Mf;- 
Thompson was in ill health and it was 
doubtfiil whether ho would bo able to 
reach Ottawa during tho present session, 
but in his groat anxiety to take part in 
tho deliberations of the' House, some of 
which would cfFoct voiy materially the in- 
terests of his section of the country, ho 
left homeland managed to reach Victoria. 
He (Sir Ifpgnard) hadnot been so intima- 
tely acl]SQl|ift!d.'j^ih ;Mr. Thompson as 
his hon. friend from Niagara, but ho 
thon<:ht that all tho jnembers of the 
Houso would .igrco with him that tho du- 
ceaaed gentleman was a man of very con- 
siderable ability, and most genial and' 
kind in tho expression of his sentiments, 
feelings p,nd sympathies. He believed that 
the ''proposition made'would bo generally 
concurred in, as a token of the apprecia- 
tion in which tho nieinoi-y of tho hon. 
gentleman was held hy li'.s ci~(Umiit col- 
leagues in this branch of tho Parliament 
of Canada. 

Mr. Anglin stated that lib fully sharod 
in.tho regret expressed, but still it could 
not bo'forgottoh that many years ago it 
W!is resolved that the aOJoununeni, uf ilio 
Houso undorsuch circumstancos.asa mark 
of respect should be discontinued, and the 
general fooling had been that owing to 
tJio largeness of tho mombership this was 
wise and proper. ' ' ' 'V 

Sir Charles Tupiper concurred in this 
statement, but was quite certain that do'- 
Bpito this fact the membei's, after the al- 
lusion to the melancholy event which had 
deprived them of ono of their respected 
colleagues, would not desire to protract 
the budiness of this sitting. This would 
not be a precedent and an adjournment in 
such a manner was all that was proposed. 

Mr. Blako obsnvved that as a simple 
motion of adjournment was made, and as 
the ])Oculiar circumstances under which 
it was proposed would not appear on tho 
journals of the House, ho did not think 
that any reasonable objection to this 
courso could bo ofibred. Ho joined very 
heartily in tho expressions of regret which 
had been uttered regarding the event 
which had deprived thoni (jf tho society 
of a colleague whom they had known ever 
since British Columbia had entered the 
Union. They alw.nys .felt solemn in 
tho presence of deaxh, .w^iysh.had been so 
busy lunong their ■ Parliamentary ' associ- 
ates during Ihc; last few months, and un- 
der the circumstances it would bo well 
not to continue tho transaction of tho 
business of the House after the aiinouncu- 
ment which hadfbeon. made, ..
